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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a Notice of Allowability in response to the Amendment 
received on 30 June 2010 per the decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences rendered on 15 April 2010. Claims 5, 8, 12 and 20 have been amended. 
Claims 1-4, 7, 10, 15, 21 and 25-25 have been newly cancelled. Claims 5, 6, 8, 9, 11- 
14, 16-20 and 22-24 remain pending in this application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 5, 6, 8, 9, 11-14, 16-20 and 22-24 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the Specification, as per MPEP §2111.01 or In re Sneed, 
710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385,388 (Fed. Or 1983) none of the references of 
record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations 
specified in independents claims 5, 8, 12, and 20. 

Independent claims 5, 12 and 20 including, sensing a dimension of an actuator 
which varies a length (supported in Appellant's Specification of U.S. Patent Publication 
No. 2005/0216105 Al at e.g. pg. 3, paragraph [0027]), as well as independent claim 8 
including a transformation of a command is utilized by a relationship as define by the 
equations of claim 8 (supported in Appellant's Specification of U.S. Patent Publication 
No. 2005/0216105 Al at e.g. pg. 3, paragraph [0034]); whereas the closest prior art 
teaches to directly measuring a length to determine a velocity command and to a 
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different mathematical transformation equation which does not teach or suggest the 
claimed invention. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The following references are cited to further show the state of the art with 
respect to a system for moving a vehicle's work implement. 

U.S. Patent No. 4,964,779 discloses an electronic bucket positioning and control 
system for a vehicle of the type including a hydraulically controlled boom assembly and 
bucket. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,424,623 discloses a control system which provides a 
coordinated control interface between the work implement and the vehicle operator. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,032,093 discloses a method and apparatus for controllably 
preventing an implement from damaging a work machine or itself, which may occur if 
the implement strikes the work machine, by restricting the movement of the implement 
and the vehicle operator.
